Johann Wyss 


Johann David Wyss (1743-1818) was a Swiss pastor. He 
originally wrote The Swiss Family Robinson for his four sons. His 
eldest son, Johann Emmanuel Wyss, illustrated it. The story is 
about a family that is ship-wrecked, and how they survived by 
working together. The children in the story are pictured realistically. 


They behave and misbehave just like real children. 


The story was rediscovered years later by another son, Johann 
Rudolf Wyss. He revised the story and had it published in 1812 
and 1813. Sometimes both Johann David and Johann Rudolf are 
considered to be the author. Johann David Wyss and all of his sons 
were born in Bern, Switzerland.
